(Washington, D. C. Post) 


Not long ago it was reported that 
large amounts of American capital 
were ready for the investment in 
the manfaeture of dyestuffs, 
but 
large mills continue to close their 
doors because of the failure to get 
dyestuffs from Germany . 
Great Britian has 
not yet 
been 
persuaded to lift the embargo on the 
dyes that are awaiting shipment iii 
Germany, 
lier control of the seas 
enables lier to force the closing of 
scores 
of American textile 
mills. 
Meanwhile England h e r s e l f is ma li­ 
lac luring textiles and selling them iii 
competition with the United States. 
She i,-> using the war for lur own 
•ommercial advantage and not inere- 
y lor tile purpose of starving out 
Germany. 


It must be clear by tI i i time that 
the administration, if it wishes Am­

large amounts of .American capital 
were ready for the investment in 
the manfacture of dyestuffs, 
bu 


large mills continue to close their 
doors because of the failure to ge 
dyestufis from Germany . 


Great Britian has not yet been 


persuaded to lift -the embargo on the 
dyes that are awaiting shipment in 
Germany. Her control of the seas 
enables her to force the closing 6i 
scores 
of American textile 
mills. 


Meanwhile England herself is man- 
facturing textiles and selling them in 
competition with the United States: 
She is using the war for her own 
commercial advantage and not mere- 
ly for the purpose of starving out 
Germany. 


It must be clear by this time that 


the administration, if it wishes Am- 
ericans to manufacture their 
own 


dyestuffs, must meet the situatior 
frankly! There has been a determin- 
ed effort by administration officials 
to avoid the obvious necessity of a 
protective tariff. The various sub- 
stitutes which have been suggested', 
siich as an antidumping clause which 
would prevent Germany from delug- 
ing the American market as soon as 
the war is over, do not meet the 
situation. 


The party in power may just as 


well recognize that capital will not 
be invested in the manufacture 
dyestuffs in this country uritil there 
is a protective tariff that will equal 
the difference in the cost of produc- 
tion at home and abroad. Germany 
has 
mastered the art of 


dystuffs. 
The busines is in its in- 


fancy in the ' Uuited States. Aside 
from 
the disadvantage of inexper- 


ience, there is the additional disad- 
vantage that comes to the Americans 
by reason of the payment of a high- 
er standard of wages. 


Just as the tin plate, silk 
and 


other industries have been built up 
in the United States so can the dye- 
stuff industry be built up. Until the 
goyernment adopts the remedy which 
has 'been used so successfully in the 
.past the country must continue 
to 


depend upon the favor of foreign 
countries.

It can be safely said that no one 
at Sophia lias the remotest idea of 
the actual status of the present op- 
erations against the Dardanelles. On 
the day 1 arrived here direct from 
the Dardanelles I fancied I knew 
how things were going but two days 
after my arrival the lobbyists hac 
got in their fine work and I haven' 
the'least idea. 
': Naturally the decision of Bulgaria 
is one ;of the most supreme import- 
ance to Turkey.
